A Triumph of Illusions 


F 


RANK H. SJMONDS, whose viewpoint is al- 


ways thr French viewpoint, and important 


to Americans bfcnp.se we arc much more fnmil- 
jar with the Hritish :in«le. on international af- 
fiiirs and :irc thus likely to got a cone-option of 
Eurnprar facts out nf its truo balance, points 
n-jt in an article publisher] in this issue, that 
France lias succeeded in consolidating, in Eu- 
rripr. a cofinental hloc ''resolved to pursue a 
rnnrsr which placed political above, economic 
(•onfidernlions". He evidently regards this asso- 
ciation, manifested by the French treaties of 
rillinncr with Belgium. Poland and the Little En- 
tfntr. nsa distinct French triumph over the Brit- 
ish policies represented by Lloyd George. 


Insofar as Mr. Simonds is right—and as to 


the fncts ho undoubtedly seems to be right—this 
K no more nor less than a triumph of phrases 
,-,nd shadows over facts. 
A triumph of political 


over economic considerations is unreal and im- 
possible, except as a passing phase. The. tang- 
ihlr realities upon which the life and well-being 
nf n;i1inns must be based are economic. Even 
poliliciil policies and forms of government are 
iis a rule—always, in the long run—expressions 
n! thr economic conditions of their locale. 
In 


the Inn.c run economic considerations are irre- 
sistible, because they deal with the things with- 
out which life is impossible—food, manufacture, 
>hips, business, metals, oil, etc. These cannot 
he If ft out of the reckoning of a modern state. 
Thev are ion vital. 


So French policy, which has for the mo- 


ment apparently succeeded in obscuring the Eu- 
ropean realities behind a screen of emotion and 
prejudice, can hardly be permanently successful. 
It could only he so were it possible perpetually to 
keep a modi rn industrial country, like Germany, 
in chains. 
It could only succeed if it were feas- 


ible to prevent the overwhelming masses of peo- 
ple in Russia from exerting their latent strength. 
It could only succeed could Great Britain be per- 
suaded or compelled to give up her world trade 
I'.nd financial authority. These things will not 
come about. The forces which impel the world 
forward to the development of its material re- 
sources, and their use for the greater happiness 
and comfort of mankind are bigger than France, 
or than any French conception of French inter- 
ests which may for a historical moment enjoy 
favorable conditions for its assertion. 
France 


would bind the world to a theory of purely polit- 
ical alliance based upon a momentary prepon- 
derance of force. 
Should it be maintained even 


''i generation the opposing forces will in that time 
Sillier strength more than sufficient to smash 
:'- Its finds its only foundation in a purely 
temporary and artificial situation created by 
Vl'ar. As the world recovers from the war, 
ilie French policy will become more and more 
obviously remote from reality. 


Great Britain took a defeat at Genoa. She 


"'•"ill hardly be able to beat the French combina- 
tion at The Hague. Even with American assist- 
ance the French position is for the time prob- 
aWy too strong to be beaten, and there is small 
Prospect'of American assistance. 
But time is 


sgainst French policy. The eternal realities, the 
'nescapable logic of economic facts, will event- 
ually crumble and destroy French illusions. It 
ma>" involyp a fresh war—il seems only too 
possible. Rut France cannot dominate Europe 
with force and politics any more than the kaiser 
could, or Napoleon could. 
It is only a matter 


cf time.

The Radio Mystery 


IJAVE you been able to figure out why people 
" will sit all evening and far into the night, 
listening over the wireless to music that would 
not interest them if they heard exactly 
the 


same thing on a phonograph? Start playing 
a child's phonograph. 
Most people feel like 


stuffing their ear?, with cotton or walking out 
of the room. But let that same music travel a 
few hundred miles through the air—and peo- 
ple will thrill with delight v/hen they hear it. 
There never was a stronger proof that the 
quickest way to succeed is to do "the old stuff" 
in a new way.' 


What the radio fans really are interested 


in, is the mysterious wireless itself, rather than 
what they hear by Hertzian waves. The wire- 
less has a basic and universal appeal because 
it is closely allied with the supernatural, even 
the uncanny. 
The history of wireless began 


70 or 80 years ago with the experiments in 
electro-magnetic induction by Faraday, Eng- 
lishman, by 
trade 
a bookbinder. Heinrich 


Hertz, German professor, came along later and 
in 1886 made amazing discoveries about an elec- 
tric spark bridging a gap or break in a wire. 
Scientific minds immediately began working on 
the problem of making the electric wave jump 
Thousands of miles instead of an inch or so. 
People discussed the sanity of Sir 
William 


Crookes when, in 1892, he predicted the coining 
of actual communication by wireless. In 1901 
Marconi, brilliant young Italian, sent the first 
wireless messages across the Atlantic—-the let- 
ter "S," in code. 


Many readers will recal the wireless tele- 


graph craze that followed among boys—also 
their antiquated equipment, including the co- 
herer and decoherer, which few youthful radio 
fans of 1922 ever heard of. 
Radio equipment 


now in use will be just as obsolete, 21 years 
hence. 


Today nearly every lad knows the wire- 


less secrets that Faraday groped for, 70 or 80 
years ago. But radio itself is just as mysteri- 
ous and uncanny as it was in Faraday's time. 
The more we learn about nature's mysteries, 
the less we know. 
Education is merely the 


process of extending our horizon—increasing 
our conception of the infinite mysteries that 
surround us. 
The system is- one of mysteries 


within 
mysteries—like the Japanese boxes 


within boxes.

statement made in parliament

Prime Minister WeKenzie King, it 
was made clear here, is an erronous 
one. 


According to lenders in the move- 


ment to assure construction of the 
great waterway, the Canadian prime 
minister has merely delayed consid- 
eration of the American request for 
treaty negotiations u n t i l the 
pres- 


sure of government business in Can- 
ada can he lessened hy the adjourn- 
ment of parliament, on June 20. 


('alder Overstates Case 


The situation in Canada with re- 


spect to the St. Lawrence waterway, 
it is declared, is unchanged, 
and 


there is no cause for alarm on the 
part of champions of this projected 
transportation improvement nor any 
justification 
for the declaration by 


Senator raider (N. Y.) 
yesterday 


that. Canada has rejected the Ameri- 
can request and t u r n e d against the 
proposed waterway. 


Charles P. Craig, executive direc- 


tor of the Great. Lakes-St. Lawrence 
Tidewater association, who 
is 
in 


Washington, has been forwarded a 
copy of the record of the incident in 
in the parliament at Ottawa wherein 
the prime minister alluded to the 
treaty. 
This shows that the prime 


minister meant only that there would 
be a temporary delay in cabinet con- 
sideration of the plan and that the, 
matter would he taken up for thor- 
ough consideration in the near fu- 
ture.
